running through them, which, in nianv 
eases, Li ds iLs source in a swamp of 
consMer.ihle eatent above. These 
■•r*:: ire often quite narrow, and have 

nnU a vii ^ht descent, and Liking all things 
into aietijnt, are the most favorable lo¬ 
calities v, be devoted to cranberry cul¬ 
ture V r have seen them where half a 
dozen hi.la of cranberry plants introduc¬ 
ed. would in a few wars take possession 
of tLe meadow, without flowing or cul¬ 
ture . 

One di eided advantage in the occu¬ 
pation <>f yi< h places, is the ease with 
which a .‘am may be erected, and the 
water thrown over tbe whole from a reser¬ 
voir above. 

Wiiere swamp* and such meadows oc¬ 
cur, as we have described, they are- usu¬ 
ally skirted by sanJy lands from which, 
through a luccessioa of ages, the vege¬ 
table rna-ter has been wa«hed away into 
the lonrr grouniLs. Hero, tin n, is an 
opportunity of excavating ami forming 
the reservoir, and paying for it by en¬ 
riching iJ.e sandy laud with the muck. 
.Make a Hitch from reiervcir to meadow, 
with a gate by which any desired quan¬ 
tity f water uny be let out. In such 
an arcriu »ement. the plants may be flood- 
id in the course of a few hour* while full 
of fr^it. and thus saved /nun the frost, 
and the 'fhidc meadow may be kept cov¬ 
er.-! thr >ngli the winter.
